Submit 
each proposal in a separate airtel referencing this 
communication and in first paragraph specifically indicate 
whether proposal aimed at local dissension or national 
dissension. 


In order for these proposals to be effective it 
is imperative that a close analysis be made of weaknesses 
and problems within the local BPP branch and that all 
proposals submitted be imaginative and timely.

Since 
indictment, "New York 21" have been a cause celebre and a source 
of great propaganda for BPP receiving considerable financial 
contributions from liberal and naive individuals.

Since expulsion of '’New York 21” will undoubtedly 
appear in BPP newspaper and Cleaver is known to be sympathetic 
to "New York 21" and currently at odds with Newton, we concur 
with New York’s recommendation as a more logical approach 
aimed at causing as much dissension as possible within BPP, 
particularly between Newton and Cleaver. Accordingly, 
attached teletype instructs New York to immediately prepare 
counterintelligence letter and submit text by teletype for 
approval .

A tape recording played by 
the station for the Post-Ga- 
sette had Stevens saving, “f 
call for a deiense (und for 
sister Angela Davis.” The 
broadcast described her as a 
political prisoner. 


According to the tape, Ste- 
vens pointed out that Miss 
Davis has not yet been proved 
guilty of murder and kidnap 
charges for allegedly supply- 
ing guns for a courtroom shoot- 
out in California last August. 


He said members of the Mafia 
and Ku Klux Klan, who have 
committed more serious 
crimes than buying guns, are 
free. 

Location Changed 

Stevens first announced that 
the meeting would be held at 
the “New Image" of the 
NAACP in the Hill District but 
the location later was 
changed. Stevens was quoted 
as saying the “New Image” Is 
devised to attract more young 
people into the NAACP. 

Bolh Stevens and NAACP 
members said the defense 
fund did not mean that they 
were advocating Communist 


policies. Miss Davis has said 
she is a Communist. 

Ike Thomas, 
director of Another 1 
black conservative group; and 
a member of the NAACP, said 
that he aad other blacks are 
opposed to solicitation of funds 
for Miss Davis. 

“She's admitted she's a 
Communist, let them take 
care of her," Thomas said.

These funds are obtained through the use of contacts In the 
Welfare Rights Organization (WRO), a militant organization 
organized to voice the demands of welfare recipients. These 
contacts are able to by-pass regulations and expedite payments. 
Recent publicity has Indicated that the Pennsylvania State 
Senate has approved an investigation of the State welfare 
programs with subpoena powers for the Investigative committee. 
Five State senators Interested In such an investigation were 
named In newspaper stories. Philadelphia recommends mailing 
anonymous letters to these five senators naming the WRO 
contacts and their efforts on the part of the Panthers. One 
paragraph In the letter submitted by Philadelphia was too 
grammatical using such phrases as **could get an emergency 
check within a matter of days.** This should be changed. 
Philadelphia requested expedite consideration since the 
effectiveness of the proposal depends on rapid execution, but 
Philadelphia sent its proposal by letter rather than teletype 
or airtel.

.that appeared in the 'Chicago Tribune" dated 2/6/71, captioned 
Black Panthers Sentenced on Arms Charge/ Get Probation". 

This article pertains to the appearance of three 
Black Panthers in U. S. District Court, Chicago, who 
pleaded guilty to a charge of trying to buy machine guns, 
hand grenades and pistols and were given three-year suspended 
sentences and placed on probation. Judge JOSEPH SAM PERRY 
is quoted "This is not a case of violence. The charge is 
attempting to buy weapons. They could have bought the same 
weapons at Sears, Roebuck and Company if they bad given their 
names. Except for their Black Panther affiliations, they have 
no criminal records of consequence. I do not think it is 
in the best interests of society to throw the book at them." 

The Judgefe suspended sentence also covered 
pleas by two of the defendants. 

The article-does not appear to have any counter- 
intelligence significance at this time, however, it is being 
brought to the attention off the Bureau inasmuch as the\Bureau 
may be in a position to utilize the article as an example-^
